ern connections of the Kansas and 
Union Pacific railroads, which two 
lines above all others Mr, Gould is 
trying to benefit. It will be much to 
his interest to be on friendly terms 
with all t i s eastern 
connections, 
whether they run via Chicago, St. 
Louis or other points. 
The consolida- 
tion of the Wabash with the St. 
Louis, Kansas 
City and Northern 
would be to show a particular ani- 
mosity on the part of Gould towards 
Chicago, and if the Chicago roads find 
they are discriminated against by 
Gould they would turn around and 
discriminate against him. 
Chicago 
has the situation and everything e l ^ 
in its favor, and no man, even if he is 
powerful as Mr. Gould, can turn the 
business into other 
channels.

ver there. A fatal case is reported 
;it Water Valley, near Granada, Miss. 
Strong hopes are entertained that yel- 
low fever will not assume an epidemic 
form in Memphis.

pi Valley in which the relative duties 
of the national and local boards are 
fully set for^^'.

New York, July 13.—James Tracy, 
a barkeeper, was fatally shot this 
morning by Roderick Phelan,who was 
arrested soon after.

Bloomington, 111., July 12.—A girl 
named Clara Knight, aged twelve, was 
abducted mysteriously from her home 
yesterday by two gypsy women, it is 
Relieved.

Erie, Pa., July 18.—Michael Hickey, 
a telegraph operator, was found on the 
railroad track Sunday morning with 
his bead severed and several yards 
from the body. He was nineteen 
> ears of age, and weighed 21.3 pounds. 


Kendallville, July 12.—This even- 
ing, as the passenger train south was 
pulling out of Kendallville, a horse 
attached to a buggy became frighten 
ed and in suddenly turning, upset the 
buggy, throwing the occupant, a 
young lady out, inflicting injuries 
which are regarded as dangerous. 


Cleveland, July 13.—A fire to-day 
destroyed the lower paper mill of the 
Cleveland Paper Company.

He was afterwards convicted of 
thirty cases of misdemeanor, as clerk 
tiie superior court, which would have 
sent him to the prison for years, but 
for his tri^ic death. 


Lima, O., July 13.—Saturday after- 
noon, while acme men were engaged 


in raising the new frame of Hooker's^ 
mill at SpenoerviUe, a small station on 
the. narrow ^ n g e road, Marion Shoe- 
maicér was instantly killed by one of 
the ropes giving way, letting a large 
piece of timber fall, striking bim on 
the head, crushing it in a terrible 
manner. 


Wheeling, W. V., July 13.—On Sat- 
urday night at 12 o'clock three masked 
men broke into the residenee of John 
Mcllvaine, a bachelor farmer, near 
Briston's station, Belmont 
county, 
Ohio, and after a desperate flight suc- 
ceeded in overpowering 
Mcllvaine 
pinioning his limbs and gagging him 
and administering to him a severe 
beating. 
They ransacked the house 
for valuables, securing $105 in money 
and a gold watch valued at $87. Think- 
ing they had not secured all, they 
placed a rope around his neck and 
threatened to hang him if he did not 
declare the hiding place of the remain- 
der of his wealth. 
He was let off how- 
ever from further injury by solemnly 
assuring the villains they had gotten 
ill that was worth taking. 
No clue 
t > the perpetrators. 


San Antonio, July 12.—The £x- 
press' Laredo special says the town 
is in a fever of excitement over the 
brutal murder of Albert Grosshard, a 
prominent merchant, while taking his 
siesta at 1 p. m., to-day. The murder- 
er, Santos Catillo, a Mexican, had 
been 
accustomed to bring 
Gross 
hard's dinner to the store. 
On enter- 
ing the store to-day, Castillo, finding 
his employer asleep, seized a hatchet 
and literally hacked his head to pitxes. 
The fiend then took a small sum of 
money, cooly 
walked to the Rio 
Grande River, washed the blood from 
his person and then went home where 
he was shortly afterward arrested. 
The murder was discovered by blood 
oozing from under the door. 


New York, July 13.—This after- 
noon, near Fulton ferry, Brooklyn, 
Michael Trevis, a longshoreman, was 
stabbed in the breast by Paul Shirley, 
aged twenty-three,a night clerk in the 
Western Union Telegraph office, New 
York. 
Shirley claims that he was 
insulted by Travis and stabbed him in 
self-defense. Travis was taken to the 
hospital, and to-night is reported in a 
dying condition. Shirley is locked up. 
Another account says Travis attempt- 
ed to quarrel with and struck Shirley, 
who, arawing his pocket-knife, stabbed 
him. 
The wound is not necessarily 
fatal. 


Atchison, Kas., July 12.—C. M. 
Lang was foully assassinated last 
night about 10 o'clock, while crossing 
the Missouri River bridge from East 
Atchison to Atchison. He was riding, 
and had arrived to within 100 feet of 
the Kansas end of the bridge, when 
the assassin fired the fatal bullet from 
the shadow of the iron pillars. The 
shot took effect in his right side, near 
the back and passed into his lungs. 
Lang gave three shrieks, the horse ran 
fifty leet, and the rider fell off dead. 
The assassin escaped. No clew has 
been obtained. 
It is not known that 
Lang had an enemy in the world. He 
had formerly owned a lumber yard in 
East Atchison, which he sold out 
few weeks ago, but still had some busi- 
ness over there and was coming home 
when shot. 


Oak Harbor,O., July 12.—Cornelius 
Hennesey, who murdersed Edward 
Welsh, at this place yesterday morn- 
ing, was conveyed last evening to the 
county jail at Port Clinton. It is said 
that application will be made to re- 
lease him on bail. 
His wife now says 
that Welsh forced her last April, but 
as she is a very large and strong 
woman, this story is generally beli^iv- 
ed to be improbable. 
Hennesey is a 
very determined man, and during the 
war of the rebellion he was hung b 
the guerrillas three times, his pluc 
alone saving his life- 
The murder 
was a very cowardly one, Hennesey 
not giving his victim a second's warn- 
ing. 


Geneseo, 111., July 12.—A fatal ac- 
cident occurred at Colona, ten miles 
west of here, this morning. Mr 
Horace Mitchell, freight conductor 
on the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific Railroad, attempted to board 
his train next to the engine, when 
his footing gave way and he was 
dragged under the cars. 
The third 
car severed his head from his body 
The remainder of the train passed 
over him, terribly mangling him. For 
years he was yard master at this place 


Atlanta, Ga., July 12.—Last week 
Fayette county was greatly excited 
over the bold attempt of a negro 
named Neal Winship to rape Miss 
Dodd, a young lady, who was only 
ly saved by prompt and timely aid 
The negro escaped. 
Indignation all 
over the county was terrible, especial 
1 y because the negro was well known 
for his bad character. 
The day be 
fore yesterday he was captured and 
carried to Fayette ville, where a heavy 
guard WHS over him, to preserve him 
from public vengeance. 
At last i 
crowd of one hundred armed but un 
disguised men went to jail, overpow 
ered the keeper and carried Winship 
away, amidst yells and eries. 
A court 
was held in the woods outside of the 
town, and the negro was convicted 
He was hanged to a tree, where his 
lifeless body was found this morning,

the 8th of May, Esthex Shufelt, wife 
of John T. Shufelt, a laboring man 
living near North Egremont, has been 
missing, and her husband is under ar 
rest on suspicion of having murdered 
her.

no difference; if he had $10,000 he 
would give every cent of it willingly 
for the cause and for Christ. 


A man asked him the other night 
what his scheme was. He said he 
had seen him on the race course, at 
the faro and poker table, and had 
heard him preach temperance to the 
people of Colorado, but he couldn't 
understand it and wanted to know 
what the scheme was. 
Mr. Long told 
him in a few words, that the sole 
scheme was the love he bore for fallen 
humanity. 


It seemed to him like a dream that 
he was the same man who almost two 
years ago walked up the aisle of the 
rink and put his name* to the temper- 
ance pledge. 
But it was real and a 
fact, and it was by the grace of God 
that he felt a man to-day. 
His hope 
was that every sporting man in the 
country would go hungry and broke, 
and be forced to give up his nefarious 
iractices. 
Every young man who 
ad a three minute horse had better 
take 
that 
horse 
out of the 
buggy and put him to the 
shovel 
plow, 
and at the end 
of two years he would have more to 
show up for his labor than he would 
by betting on his nags. 
He noticed 
the fact that in the graduating classes 
in our schools, as a rule, the girls out- 
numbered the boys five to one. Why 
is it? Simply because the boys don't 
have time to graduate. 
They are too 
busily engaged in playing cards, drink- 
ing whisky, smoking cigars and attend- 
ing places of amusement to graduate. 
Speaking of to-bacco, he said that peo- 
jile would perhaps call him a fanatic. 
Se had a right to be; The use of to- 
bacco helps to fill our state prisons. 
The young man must have $6 worth 
of tobacco and cigars on a $3 salary, 
and the end of it generally is the pen- 
itentiary.

that 
the "Women's Temperance Society" 
would not indorse a man who used 
tobacco. He resolved then and there 
to give up the use of it and he did, 
but it was a greater struggle than to 
quit drinking whisky. He did it be- 
cause he thought it was right to do 
so, and rejoic^'to say that he was a 
clean man to-dp^^le/in from habits 
and vices, 
^ 
more than the 


majority of rhiiaét^^ could say to-day. 
They would ch^w tc^acco and smoke 
cigars, and would not relinquish the 
habit, and be thought they were 
doing a great wrong. 
He wa.s aided 
to made his reformation bj' the good 
ministers who encouraged him, and 
now, if possible, he would aid the 
ministers to reform. He was very 
thankful to the four ministers of this 
city who had put their shoulders to 
the wheel and helped these meetings, 
both by good words and a $5 note 
apiece.
